Ami right after you coiae, to the fork on Old Receiver there is a short st*ep downward S 
curve »ith a patch of woods on the right. Those woods are ours am you will then be near 
the entrance. The house can* t be seen fron the road. 

Hope you can make it soon. I may have to be in Rockville .<onday, perhaps Washington 
on Tuesday, but as of thia early morning do xrot yet kno> for aare.
